So if you repeatedly reject Christ, 
Hell will be much hotter for you 
than for the one who has never 
had a chance to hear. “Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved” (Acts 4:12).

IV. The Human Element in the Bible 


Of course God could have handed down the Bible from 
Heaven, already written, even printed in every language, had 
He chosen to do so. Instead, God in loving mercy allowed 
men to have part in the writing of the Bible. Their part, 
however, was to be simply the guided instruments in writ- 
ing down exactly what God said to write. 

The human element in the Bible varies. For example, 
there was no human element involved when God spoke aloud 
the Ten Commandments from Mount Sinai. We are told, 
“And God spake all these words saying. . .” (Exod. 20:1), 
and then follow the Ten Commandments. God wrote the 
same words on the tables of stone for we are told, ““And he 
gave unto Moses, when he had made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, two tables of testimony, tables 
of stone, written with the finger of God” (Exod, 31:18). 
Then God wrote again the same words on a second pair of 
tables of stone; “And the Lord said unto Moses, Hew thee 
two tables of stone like-unto the first: and I will write upon 
these tables the words that were in the first tables, which 
thou brakest” (Exod. 34:1). There could be no element of 
Moses’ style, for example, in the words that were spoken 
aloud by God from Heaven, or those which God Himself 
wrote with His own fingers on the tables of stone. 

Similarly, in Daniel 5:5 we are told how in the midst of 
Belshazzar’s drunken feast with a thousand of his lords, “In 
the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand, and 
wrote over against the candlestick upon the plaister of the 
wall of the king’s palace: and the king saw the part of the 
hand that wrote” (Dan. 5:5). And we are told the very 
words which those fingers of a man’s hand wrote. Those 
words came directly from God, and they do not represent 
Daniel's style or Daniel’s thoughts. 

And again we learn how God inspired Balaam’s ass to 
speak: “And the Lord opened the mouth of the ass, and she 
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said unto Balaam, What have I done unto thee, that thou 
hast smitten me these three times?” (Num. 22:28). Critics 
of the Bible make much of differences in style in various 
books. Well, what style did the donkey use in speaking divine 
revelation? Was it the kind of language, the vocabulary, 
which the donkey used regularly ? Obviously the words were 
God’s and the style was God’s. There was no human color 
to the words God gave the donkey. It is true that the donkey 
may have thought the things expressed in her divinely given 
words. But the words were God’s words entirely, and it was 
a miracle even that the donkey could speak. 

In some cases God gave divine mspiration by a man 
who did not know that he was speaking divine revelation. 
Such a case was that of Caiaphas, the high priest, who in 
John 11:49-52 prophesied the substitutionary death of 
Christ for all the people, though he did not do it intentional- 
ly. There we read: 


“And one of them, named Caiaphas, being the high 
priest that same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing at 
all, Nor consider that it is expedient for us, that one man 
should die for the people, and that the whole nation perish 
not. And this spake he not of himself: but being high priest 
that year, he prophesied that Jesus should die for that na- 
tion; And not for that nation only, but that also he should 
gather together in one the children of God that were scat- 
tered abroad.” 


In this case the man did not prophesy willingly, or even 
knowingly. He meant one thing and God meant another. | 
say the human element varies greatly in the Scriptures. 


Perhaps in the writings of the Apostle Paul there was 
sometimes the highest possible human participation in 
divine inspiration, In some cases Paul understood quite well 
(though never perfectly, we believe) the things which he 
was inspired to write. Paul makes it quite clear, however, 
that always it was God Himself who gave the manner and 
the words of Scripture. In Galatians 1:11, 12 he said, “But 
I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which was preached 
of me is not after man. For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ.” 

Even in the matters that seemed most personal, as if 
Paul himself might have planned the words, we can be sure 
that God Himself planned them before Paul did. For exam- 
ple, in II Timothy '4:13 Paul writes Timothy under divine 
inspiration, “The cloke that I left at Troas with Carpus, 
when thou comest, bring with thee, and the books, but espe- 
cially the parchments.”’ Paul wanted the cloke that he had 
left because it was cold in prison at Rome, no doubt, and he 
wanted the books, especially the valuable parchments, to read 
and study. But you see, God had in mind that millions of 
people in many languages, for thousands of years, would 
read this, and that there would be a certain blessed under- 
standing of the price of discipleship brought by this verse. 
Paul was thinking about his coat and his books. But God had 
him write it, thinking of the far larger meaning. 

There are differences of style in the Greek manuscripts 
of the New Testament, we are told, and we may well believe 
it. And eritics infer that each man wrote in his own style by 
his own choice. But that is wrong. In the first place, the 
Bible shows us that there is a drastic difference between 
Paul’s inspired writings and his common style of speaking 
In II Corinthians 10:10 we read, ‘For his letters, say they, 
are weighty and powerful; but his bodily presence is weak; 
and his speech contemptible.” Why this tremendous differ- 
ence between Paul’s inspired letters and his ordinary style? 
Surely the difference was largely in divine inspiration, and 

his letters the words were God’s words, the style- was 
God’s style. In his spoken speech Paul had ordinarily such 
illumination as other Spirit-filled preachers may have today, 
which is not the same as infallible inspiration. So it is only 
fair to assume that differences in style were of God’s choice, 
not only man’s choice. 

I do not mean that the style may ren have 25 a 
with that of different men. Since the Bible does not say, w 
do not know, but very likely the Spirit, in giving the Gapived 
message to be written down, might have used words with 
which the writer was familiar, in some cases. But even so 
we must remember that God had selected these men to write 
these parts of the Bible even before they were born, and He 
had prepared them in all the events preceding. It is only 
fair to say that the style was God’s style as well as the 
writer’s style. It may also have been the style of the chosen 
writers, but it was God who planned it so, God who gave the 
words. 

It was Paul who wanted his cloke from Troas, but God 
doubtless not only put the desire for the cloke in his heart, 
but gave the words in which Paul made the request. So Luke 
could say about writing the Gospel, “It seemed good to me 
also, having had perfect understanding of all things from 
the very first (better translation, ‘from above’), to write 
unto thee in order, most excellent Theophilus” (Luke 1:3). 
Luke had perfect understanding from above (the Greek 
word is “anothen’’), but God not only told Luke what. to 
write, but made his heart happy at the thought. Luke fitted

in with God’s plan instead of God fitting in with Luke's 


plan. The message was from God. The words were God’s 
words. Otherwise the words could not be supernaturally per- 
fect and eternal. 


The simple fact is that men never perfectly understand 
the Bible now. Always there are more riches in this.mine 
than any man has ever dug up, though multitudes have been 
made rich beyond computation from this holy treasure, the 
Bible. Always God has more for one who studies and prays 
and has the leading of the Spirit in the study of the Word. 
Soit is proper for us to believe that the most highly en- 
lightened man God ever used in writing the Scriptures did 
not perfectly know all that he wrote. When men wrote about 
scientific matters they wrote about facts which they did not 
fully understand. When men wrote prophecies of the future, 
they wrote what they could not possibly have comprehended 
themselves. 


In fact, we are clearly told that those who wrote before- 
hand of the sufferings of Christ and of the glory that should 
follow did not understand what they wrote. Rather they 
studied what they themselves were inspired to write, search- 
ing to find the meaning of the Scriptures which God had 
given them to write down. First Peter 1:10-12 says: 


“Of which salvation the prophets have inquired and 
searched diligently, who prophesied of the grace that should 
come unto you: Searching what, or what manner of time 
the Spirit of Christ which was in them did signify when it 
testified beforehand the sufferings of Christ, and the glory 
that should follow. Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto 
themselves, but unto us they did minister the things, which 
are now reported unto you by them that have preached the 
gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent down from heav- 
en; which things the angels desire to look into.” 


You see, this passage clearly teaches that the contents 
of the Word of God are so infinitely beyond what men would 
have understood and would have written, that we can only 
say that men wrote God’s truth with words which ‘God Him- 
self gave them. They may have partly understood. In some 
cases they did and in some cases they did not, but God was 
the active person in the Scriptures and not men. It was God 
who selected the person, selected the theme, selected the 


words. He may have selected words which fitted in the-style~ 


to which these men were accustomed. I supposé that He did. 
The Bible does not sayand thus we have no right to make 
an issue of the matter, pro or con, since the Bible makes no 
such issue. : 


But it is clear that men did not write what they could 
copy down from records. Men did not write down nor put in 
writing so-called “oral traditions.’’ Men did not write down 
things they learned from eyewitnesses. You understand, 
those who wrote might have been familiar with records or 
they might have known eyewitnesses, or they might have 
seen some of the things recorded. But when they wrote they 
did not write on the authority of eyewitnesses or human 
records or their own understanding. They wrote the matter 
which God gave them in the words which God Himself gave. 
So the Bible clearly teaches, and so a believing Christian is 
glad to believe. 


The Bible is called the Word of God. Jesus also is called 
the Word of God (John 1:14, Rev. 19:13). There is a divinely 
intended similarity, almost identity, between Jesus, the 
Word made flesh, and the Bible, the Word written down in 
human language. Jesus is the God-man, both divine and 
human. He is not half God and half man. He is wholly God 
and wholly man. In Jesus, deity and mangare perfectly com- 
bined. But that does not mean that His humanity limited 
His deity. The Lord Jesus Christ has all the perfection of 
deity, though He took on Himself the form of a servant and 
became obedient to death, even to death on the cross. 


In some strange and wongerful way Mary had part in 
the incarnation of Christ. The angel told her that she should 
conceive through the Holy Spirit and that which should be 
born in her would be called the Son of the Highest, God in 
human form. Mary did not decide the matter, but she gladly 
consented to God’s decision. Mary did not initiate the birth 
of Christ, but she consented. Mary did not use her power, 
her will in. the matter. The marvelous, miraculous forming 
of the little one within her was not Mary’s doing. It was 
God’s doing, though He used Mary’s body. Mary simply in 
faith joined her heart gladly into having the will of God 
done, but Mary was passive while God was active. Jesus the 
God-man was perfectly God*though Mary had a part in His 
becoming a ‘man. 

.,, So it-is with the Word of God.-God in mercy selected 
certain men, prepared them, and these holy men wrote the 
Bible as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. But human 
frailty no more enters into the writing of the Bible than

the roof, tore up the roof, and 
by some sort of contrivance let 
him down on the bed just in front 
of Jesus. It is said that Jesus 
when He saw their faith—the faith 
of the four personal workers and 
the faith of the paralyzed man— 
said unto him, “Son, thy sins be 
forgiven thee.” He saved him, 
afterwards healed him, rebuked 
the doubts in the hearts of some 
of the crowd, rewarded the faith 
of those who believed, sent the 
man back to his home well in 
body, saved in soul, to rejoice with 
his family in the blessings of God. 


A Look at This Case 


The study of this case brings 
out many a glorious gospel truth. 

1. It is a case of home evan- 
gelism. This hospitable home for 
Jesus not only welcomed the Sav- 
jour, but sinners as well. The man 
who owned the home allowed Je- 
sus to turn it into a preaching 
place, a hospital for the sick, and 
a center of evangelism for the 
lost. He was willing for them to 
tear up the roof of his house if 
need be to get a soul to Christ. 
He had nothing too dear to sacri- 
fice for the salvation of the lost 
and the glory of the Saviour. 
What a wonderful illustration ot 
the power of domestic evangelism! 
What a beautiful example of a 
home welcoming Christ and sin- 
ners together! 

2. The presence of Jesus is and 
will continue to be the drawing 
power of every church, every Sun- 
day school, every young people’s 
group, and ali other groups wor- 
shipping God and seeking to win 
the lost. “It was noised that he 
was in the house.” Whenever it 
gets out on our churches or other 
groups of worshippers that Jesus 
is in the midst, the multitudes are 
sure to come and acts of benevo- 
lence, of healing, of soul-winning 
and kingdom-building are sure to 
follow. 

3. Picture in your mind, with 
your imagination, these two 
homes, the one which welcomed 
Jesus and the sick sinner and was 
willing to tear the roof off in or- 
der for the two to get together. 
Picture the Saviour preaching in 
this home, the sick man healed 
and the lost man saved; and con- 
trast this home with the home of 
the paralyzed man. He certainly 
had-a home because Jesus sent 
him to it after He healed him. He 
doubtless had a wife and children. 
Think of the long vigils, of the 
lonely, patient wife caring for her 
sick husband and her little chil- 
dren. He was unable to work. She 
must care for him at night and 
work for him in the day to provide 
food, clothes and other necessities 
for him and the children. Think 
of what a blessing Jesus brought 
in healing the bread-winner anc 
saving the husband and _ father. 
Think of the joy this act of. Je- 
sus brought to this home. 

When I was in Capernaum in 
1923, standing on the tessellated 
floor of the synagogue of Caper- 
naum my heart went out in lov- 
ing gratitude to God for the bless- 
ing Jesus brought to the home of 
the paralyzed man. Age and des- 
truction had blotted out all signs 
of other houses then in Caper- 
naum, except the synagogue. But 
the records eternal have left the 
sign of the glory of Christ in His 
benevolent evangelism and healing 
power in the home where Jesus 
healed this sick sinner. 

4. This paralyzed man is revela- 
tion’s photograph of lost men 
everywhere. Paralysis to the body 
is a picture of sin’s paralysis to 
the soul. Paralysis is incurahle— 
was then and usually is today. I 
took my brother to all the doctors 
in reach. He was paralyzed; and 
every one of them, after the diag- 
nosis, shook his head and _ said, 
“No cure.” No doctor can cure 
paralysis except the great Physi- 
cian; and there is no remedy for 
sin except the power of Jesus 
Christ. This paralyzed man was 
helpless and hopeless without Je- 
sus; and so is every lost man, ev- 
ery unbeliever in the world. 

5. The cure of Jesus both for 
the soul and for the body was in- 
stantaneous and immediate; and 
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they both came in response- to 
faith. Jesus has power over the 
bodies of men to heal. their dis- 
eases, and the souls of men to for- 
give their sins. 


These Four Immortal Men 


I want us to look at Christ’s 
plan of personal cooperation in 
winning men to life eternal in the 
conduct of these four men. Let 
us itemize the case. 

1. They evidently believed in 
and loved Christ. He was the 
central and compelling motive in 
their hearts; they believed in His 
power to heal and His power to 
save; and they put hands and 
feet to their faith. 

2. They planned carefully and 
faithfully to bring ‘this man to 
Jesus. The purpose was born in 


the heart of one of them, who 
evidently mentioned it to a second | 
and the second to a third and the 
third to a fourth; and their plans 
were perfected that they should 
meet at a certain time, at a cer- 
tain place, and lend their strength 
to the helpless man in order to 
carry him to Jesus. 

3. They not only planned, but 
they pushed their plans. Many a 
plan dies in the purpose of the 
heart; but these plans were rea- 
lized in the activity of their be- 
ings. They went for their man 
after they had planned and pray- 
ed for him. 

4. They were willing to get 
under the man’s burden and feel 
his weight and share his load, and 
this is one of the necessities of 
evangelism today. We must feel 
the weight of the sinful souls of 
men and have as a resultant a 
burning compassion for their sal- 
vation. 

o. They had faith in Christ, His 
power to heal and to save. They 
were not carrying their man to an 
experiment. The Galilean shore 
and hills had rung with the praises 
of the power of Jesus Christ, and 
their faith in Him was implicit 
and confident. We can be as sure 
today of Christ’s healing and sav- 
ing power in every case of soul- 
sickness the wide world around; 
and our faith in His power to save 
is one of the moving motives to 
get Him to save. 


6. These men faced, fought and 


ficulties and  embarrassments. 
Nothing could ninder them nor 
halt them. The derision and ridi- 
cule of the crowd on the streets, 
the embarrassment of carrying a 
man on a bed in public, the crowds 
that blocked the door at the home 
where Jesus was preaching, the 
difficulty of carrying a sick man 
upstairs and tearing up the roof 
and letting him down through the 
hole in the roof, the excitement 
and embarrassment of such a sen- 
sational thing, none of these dif- 
ficulties halted: these men. : 


7. The wonderful statement 
when ‘Jesus saw their faith” gives 
a picture of the condition of evan- 
gelism, the personal faith of the 
soul winner in the power of Christ 
to heal the sick and save the lost. 
Thank God, Jesus did not say He 
saw their clothes, their pocket 
books, their scholarship, their so- 
cial standing, their political power, 
their personalities; He said He 
saw their faith, and seeing their 
faith He moved His arm in power 
to heal and to save. | 

I have not a doubt but that my 
mother’s and father’s and sister's 
faith and the faith of dear Broth- 
er and Sister Blair—the pastor 
and his wife—had much to do 
with mv salvation. The faith of 
the faithful preacher who was 
conducting the meeting, Rev. Will 
James. evidently had much to do 
in drawing and winning my soul to 
Christ. The consecrated school- 
teacher, Prof. Witt, who, when I 
asked him for an excuse to leave 
school and go to church, put his 
hand softly on mine as he con- 
sented for me to go and said, 
‘Lee, I am praying for you.” The 
faith of this fine group had much 
to do with my salvation. I was 
converted that day before I got 
to the church house. 

When He saw their faith He 
said to me, the wandering, wild 
sowboy, “Son, thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” Thank God for the cooper- 
ant faith of soul winners as a 
helpful agency in winning souls 
to Jesus! 


won over and against all their dif- | 


two sad black spots in this won- 
derful photograph of evangelism! 
One was the crowds that blocked 
the door and kept the seeking sin- 
ner from getting to Jesus, and the 
other was the silent doubt of the 
scribes and Pharisees who sat 
within the crowd where Jesus 
preached. He said, “Why reason 
ye these things in your heart?” 
They doubted the power of Christ 
to save souls. The greatest diffi- 
culty in the way of evangelism is 
the doubts of God’s people. The 
block of unfaith kept Jesus from 
doing mighty works in Nazareth 
and in a thousand places since. 

9. Look at the method Jesus us- 
ed. He first saved the soul of the 
seeking sinner. He regarded that 
the lost man’s salvation was pre- 
eminent above the healing of his 
body. The interests of the soul 
are primal with Christ and should 
be with all His people. Hospitals, 
orphans’ homes, rescue _ stations, 
and other benevolent institutions, 
social service, the proper housing 
and feeding and clothing of the 
poor, all laws governing child la- 
bor and such like are important 
indeed; but the salvation of the 
souls of the people is the first 
matter;’ and in whatever benevo- 
lent and social service we render, 
we must have regeneration as the 
foremost objective. We must heal 
and help the bodies of men, train 
and culture the minds of men, but 
our primary purpose and objective 
must be the salvation of the. souls 
of men. 

10. Here comes from this won- 
derful incident one of the greatest 
truths ever revealed and demon- 
strated to men and that is that 
Jesus, “The Son of man hath 
power on earth to forgive sins.” 
Nothing is gladder news to a lost 
world. Nobody else has that pow- 
er. Jesus has a monopoly on for- 
giveness, the power to save souls. 
Isn’t it glorious that He has that 
power? He is the only person who 
ever traveled this earth who could 
stop and turn and beat back and 
defeat the power of sin in the 
souls of men. But He can. He is 
able and willing and ready to for- 
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give sins. He is God’s message- 
bearer of a lost world’s best truth, 
the power to save from sin. We 
should ring it around the world, 
from mountain to valley, from 
shore to shore, that Jesus, “The 
Son of man hath power on earth 
to forgive sins.” 

Young Charles Spurgeon, the 
embryo of probably the world’s 
second greatest preacher, sat on 
an elevated seat in the back of a 
little Methodist chapel cne snowy 
Sunday morning in London and 
the simple exhorting cobbler arose 
and said, ‘“‘Look unto me and be 
saved, all the ends of the 
earth.” “Though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool’: 
and this double message of the 
truth burned its way into the 
soul of the penitent boy sinner. 
He was saved, Jesus forgave him 
of his sins, called him to preach, 
elevated him to one of the great- 
est pulpits in the world and for 
forty years and more made him 
God’s mightiest evangel to win 
men to Christ. Thank God, 
through his preaching multiplied 
thousands have looked unto Jesus, 
had their scarlet sins cleansed and 
their souls made white as snow 
in the blood of the Lamb. 

11. Next, I would have you 
look at the joy of the reaper. Look 
in the faces of these four men look- 
ing down through the hole in the 
roof. Their faith moved the arm 
of Jesus and the moved arm of 
Jesus healed and saved the peni- 
tent, sick sinner. They see him 
now rising, picking up his bed, go- 
ing out of the crowded room. They 
come down from the roof; they 
meet him just outside the door. 
They clasp hands. They embrace 
him. They congratulate him. They 
rejoice with him. I imagine they 
went with him and took him back 
home and carried him to his wife 
and children and delivered him 
well and safe. Can you not ima- 
gine the happiness of that home 
and those four soul-winning per- 
sonal workers? 

There is no joy like it in all the 


world. Would it not be glorious if 
in every church and Sunday school 
and young people’s and women’s 
and laymen’s organization, in eve 
ery seminary, in every college, 
hospital, orphans’ home, rescue 
home, or mission station in all 
the world, there was such a com- 
bination of personal workers and 
spiritual soul winners as are here 
shown in this wonderful photo- 
graph of evangelism? Jesus said 
when He won the woman at the 
well, as He pushed back the food 
offered by the disciples, “I have 
meat to eat: ye know not of.” ‘This 
is the food of spiritual joy to wing 
ners of souls; and, thank God, 
there is plenty of it and it is ac- 
cessible to all winners of men. 
There is more joy in the winning 
of one soul in one hour than can 
possibly come in all resorts of 
pleasure the world around. 
Here is a great lesson in person- 
al work, in spiritual combinations 
to win men, in the power of faith, 
in the beauty of a hospitable home 
welcoming Jesus and sinners, in 
the primacy of the soul’s interest 
above our physical needs, in the 
power of Christ to save sinners, in 
the joys of soul winning, in the 
inexpressible peace and power of:

This summer a group of us from 
the Japan Christian College 
formed a Gospel team and spent a 
month in evangelistic meetings on 
an island named Hachijo, fourteen 
hours by boat from Tokyo. Two 
newspaper reporters were inter- 
ested and came for an interview. 
The subject of Hell amused them. 
“What does Hell look like? How 
hot is it? What’s the tempera- 
ture? Can you prove it exists? 
they said. I read Luke 16 to them. 
Immediately the reality of it 
struck them and one soberly said, 
“No one in our religions has clear- 
ly told us about Hell. They tell 
us to do this and that, but never 


tell us about the realities of 
Hell.” 
Here in Japan, New Year's 


(Oshogatsu) is the greatest yearly 
celebration. On that first day of 
the new year millions swarm the 
Imperial Palace to see the Em- 
peror and Empress as they come 
out on a platform seven different 
times to wave to their people. Last 
year we missionaries and Japanese 
passed out % million copies of a 
special New Year’s edition of 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
by Dr. John R. Rice. After the 
work was all done, my wife Lila 
and I went in also to see the Em- 
peror, As we stood in the midst 
of this immense throng, we asked 
each other, “Do we REALLY be- 
lieve that these people are eternal- 
ly lost and on their way to a burn- 
ing and blazing Hell?” They are 
so kind, so polite. ‘They are so 
earnest and sincere. But we must 
turn from our feelings to God’s 
Word which plainly tells us that 
“except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish” in the “lake 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone” where the “fire is not 
quenched.” There is no “Protes- 
tant purgatory.” There is no sec- 
ond chance. Yet, “He that believ- 
eth on the Son hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into con- 
demnation, but is passed from 
death unto life.” 

When J. B. Priestly, famous 
British Novelist, wrote in his 
book, Delight, “I’m not much 
afraid of death because I’m not 


good enough for Heaven nor bad 


enough for Hell,’ he undoubtedly

Protestant as 


Even though God's Word is so

“I wish you would look up, 
there. Can’t you see those bright’ 


modernist ministers have led mil- 
lions of church members to believe 
in what a current periodical calls 
a “Protestant purgatory.” For in- 
stance, “. . . In a recent issue of 
a popular denominational maga- 
zine a writer said we ‘have to re- 
discover the moral equivalent of 
Hell.’ His sense of justice recoiled 
at an equally cordial welcome in 
Heaven for infamous men like 
Hitler and Stalin and saints like 
Paul and Augustine. He would 
solve the problem by proposing a 
consideration of ‘the redemptive 
and cleansing possibilities of Hell.’ 
The fires of this temporary Hell 
are a ‘burning shame’ and ‘searing 
regret, a source of redemption, 
and, as such, a ‘Protestant’ purga- 
tory. 


“The horror of the Roman 
Catholic purgatory, however, 
should cause serious hesitancy in 
proposing as a moral equivalent 
of Hell, the suggested temporary 
purgatory, for the satisfying of a 
sense of justice. Roman Catholics 
have been robbed of peace, conso- 
lation, and hope, enjoyed by those 
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ture. Roman Catholicism denies 
the infinitely meritorious: sacrifice 
of Christ, and insists that the 
Sinner make additional! satisfac- 
tion for his sins. Only by enduring 
the painful, agonizing fires of pur- 
gatory can the-half-pardoned sin- 
ner qualify himself for the favor 
of God. He must justify himself by 
fire, and to the torment which 
he endures is added the anguish 
of loved ones on earth who are 
driven to purchase candles and 
masses to buy his release. One 
shudders. at the thought of what 
needless tortures the invention of 
a Protestant purgatory could 
bring. 

. The ‘Protestant’ invention 
of a place to purge souls denies 
the necessity of the vicarious 
Atonement of Christ. If a ‘burn- 
ing shame’ and ‘searing regret’ 
cleanse and prepare the soul for 
Heaven, then the entrance of the 
Son of God into history was futile 
and vain. One may seriously ques- 
tion the wisdom and goodness of 
God in sending forth His Son to 
be born of a virgin and to die 
on Calvary’s cross, if all that God 
needed to see in the soul of man 
was remorse and contrition. We 
must silence the propnetic voice 
of Isaiah who claimed that the 
Servant was. wounded for our 
transgressions and bruised for our 
iniquities. We must hush John the 
Baptist’s declaration, ‘Behold the 
Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sin of the world.’ We must 
still. the message of Peter that 
‘We are redeemed with the pre- 
cious blood of Christ, as of a 
Lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot.’ 

“Part of the attempt to abolish 
the biblical eternal Hell comes 
from a desire to vindicate the love 
of God. The assertion has been 
made that if. love is love and God 
is God, Heaven can’t be Heaven 
until Hell is empty. God, according 
to this view, is made to be some- 
thing of a Moloch who demands 
His creatures to pass through fires 
of purgatory before reaching the 
golden shore. But those who re- 
duce the being of God to love and 
ignore His justice are still on the 
sharp horns of a dilemma even 
with the invention of a temporary 
purgatory. If God’s justice does 
not demand full satisfaction for 
sin, what particular attribute of 
His demands remorse and contri- 
tion, activated by purging fires?

torment. But in truth, this was 
not love; it was a hellish artifice, 
placing responsibility for his in- 
carceration upon God with the de- 
ceptive implication that he had 
not been sufficiently warned. 
Abraham informed him that his 
brothers had already had _ suffi- 
cient revelation concerning the life 
to come from Moses and the pro- 
phets. But Dives revealed an in- 
transigent impenitence when he 
argued, ‘Nay, father Abraham: but 
if one went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent.’ Abraham’s 
reply to him was that if they re- 
fused God’s revelation given to 
them through Moses and the pro- 
phets, nothing would move them 
to repentance. The entire story 
of Dives demonstrates sharply the 
futility of expecting genuine re- 
pentance in Hell. 


“The unconverted, impenitent 
sinner enters the next life in his 
unregenerate state. What, then, 
in this newly-invented purgatory 
would lead the sinner to. godly 
repentance, if upon earth the 
goodness of God did not lead him 
to that act (Rom. 2:4)?

the doctrine of Christ’s infinitely 
meritorious work on Calvary’s 
cross. He vanquished the argu- 
ment for purgatory with all its 
attending evils by nailing his 95 
theses to the door of the Castle 
Church in Wittenberg on that not- 
able day, October 31, 1517. Now, 
440 years later, children of the 
Reformation would establish a 
‘Protestant’ purgatory wherein re- 
demption might again be wrought 
out through works of penitence! 
What can be the purpose, the val- 
ue, in their refusing to proclaim 
the teachings of the Reformers, 
especially the truths that have 


come forth from the Word of 
God?” 

Another great contemporary 
preacher thunders: ‘I believe in 
eternal retribution! That those 


who continue impenitent to. the 
end of their earthly lives will be 
banished from the presence of God 
forever is a truth as clearly 
taught in the Scriptures as the 
fall of man or the resurrection 
of the dead. 


“The Bible is an organic unity, 
one with itself throughout, and 
must be received completely or 
completely rejected. I dare not 
select the parts I want to believe 
and exclude what disturbs or of- 
fends me. That would be to set 
up my fallible reason as a criter- 
ion against which to judge infall- 
ible revelation. 

The doctrine of eternal 
retribution has been held and 
taught by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of Christians since the days 
of the apostles. Almost all the 
church fathers, the great doctors 
and saints down the centuries, 
believed that the Bible teaches 
that the finally impenitent. will 
be cast into a hell from which 
there is no escape and with no 
further opportunity to repent and 
avail themselves of the mercy of 
God and the benefits of Christ’s 
atonement. They believed, as the 
vast majority of Bible-loving 
Christians today believe, that the 
personality of the impenitent man 
is perpetuated beyond the moment 
of physical death, and that the 
man must face a strict accounting 
of deeds done on earth and hear 
the sentence of doom pronounced 
against him. 

“T’ve read the arguments put 
forth against this belief and ac- 
knowledged no hope, however 
faint, that might yet remain for 
the lost. The Scriptures are too 
plain to allow that hope to exist.” 


Frederic W. Farrar, the dean of 
Canterbury, pleaded with great 
moral earnestness and overpower- 
ing eloquence for what he called 
‘eternal hope’ for all:merjand like 


the:}.a.. defense attorney managed to 
find nd among the Works of .the-Latin d 
| fathers quotations to support that. }Come Aw Me to aageyen- i 


hope. But the weight of evidence 


on the side of the traditional be- 
lief is too great; there can be only 
one conclusion: the Bible teaches 
the doctrine of eternal retribution, 
and every calm, reasonable man 
will accept the doctrine; or if he 
rejects it, he will reject the Bible 
along with it. The man who will 
not believe in Hell must surrender 
his right to believe in Heaven. 


To keep the whole Christian 
Witness in balance we must teach 
What the Bible teaches about the 
future of the impenitent. But we 
should watch over our own hearts 
lest, unbeknown to us, we uncon- 
sciously welcome the idea of Hell 
as the revenge we take against 
those who do not believe as we do. 

The idea of Hell found in the 
Scriptures is so fearful that the 
first impulse of a loving heart is 
tS wish it were not so. But human 
pity is both a beautiful and a 
dangerous emotion. Unless it is 
subjected to the sharp critique of 
moral judgment it may, and often 
does, put our sympathies on the 
side of the murderer instead of on 
the side of the dead man and the 


widow and children he has left 
behind him. 
In the same way uninformed 


and unreascning sympathy tends 
to take sides with the fallen and 
rebellious race of men against the 
Most High God whose name is 
Holy. That He gave men life and 
intelligence, that He has been pa- 
tient with them while they defied 
His laws, killed His only begotten 
Son and scorned His dying love, 
is overlooked completely. That 
men use their gift of free will to 
reject God, choose iniquity and 
with wide open eyes_ persistently 
work to prepare themselves for 
Hell, seems not to matter to some 
people. In a welter of uncontrol- 
lable emotion, 
selves on the side of God’s ene- 
mies. This is unbelief masquerad- 
ing as compassion. 

The cry .against the idea of 
moral retribution reveals several 
deep-lying misconceptions. These 
have to do with the holiness of 
God, the nature of man, the gravi- 
ty of sin, and the awesome won- 
der of the love of God as ex- 
pressed in redemption. Whoever 
understands these even imperfect- 
ly will take God’s side forever, 
and whatever He may do they 
will cry with the voice out of the 
altar, “Even so, Lord God AIl- 
mighty; true and righteous are 
thy judgments.” 

Moody said, “No man _ should 
preach on Hell until he can do 
it with tears in his eyes.” 

Yes, the true “Protestant purga- 
tory’ was endured by one man 
alone, Jesus Christ our Lord and 
Saviour. He died not for His own 
sins but for yours and mine. “And 
upholding all things by the Word 
of his power, has effected man’s 
purgation from sin and taken His 
seat at the right hand of the 
Majesty on High,” says St. Paul 
in Hebrews 1:3 (Roman Catholic 
Confraternity edition of the New 
Testament). It was on the cross 
that Jesus suffered for our guilt 
and purged our sins once for all. 
The Roman Catholic Bible there- 
fore proves that purgatcry is for- 
ever past. 

. . Of especial interest to us 
is the turning point in modernist 
Harry Emerson Fosdick’s | life. 
One of the early and _ pivotal 
events was his repudiation of the 
preaching of the coming wrath of 
God (Hell). Such preaching turned 
him from “orthodoxy” permanent- 
ly and accounts for his lifelong 
crusade against ‘fundamentalism.’ 


(To reject the Bible doctrine 
of Hell means to reject the his- 
toric Christian faith and the Bible 
as the Word of God.
